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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-15 and 35-52 are allowed. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.104(e) and MPEP 1302.14, the following is and Examiner's 
statement for allowance: In referring to claim 1, Applicants' arguments and amendment 
submitted July 22, 2004 have been considered persuasive, especially considering pages 13-15 
where the prior arts of record do not teach the undoing of the selected data changes to a point 
where a data change corresponding to the out-of-order data change request should have been ^ 
made, the making of the out-of-order change and the remaking of the undone data changes in the 
absolute order. Support for this functionality can be found on at least pages 8 line 16- page 9 
line 2 and page 35 line 22 -page 37 line 1 1 in the specification. 

Claims 12, 14, 15, 35, and 44 are allowed because they recite similar limitation to claim 
1, discussed above, and therefore are allowed on the same basis. 

Claims 2-11, 13, 36-42 and 45-52 depend on claims 1, 12, 35, and 44, respectively and 
therefore are considered allowable on the basis as the independent claim as well as for the further 
limitations set forth. 

The Examiner considers the Applicants' claims 1-15 and 35-52 to be allowable based on 
the claim interpretation and the aforesaid prior arts of record.
